DESCRIPTION OF liEW-HAlHPSHIRB. 

Ni w-Hampshirb is situated between 42 deg. 40 min. and 
45 d'.'g. 16 mill, north latitude, and between 4 deg. 90 min. 
and 6 deg. 15 min. east longitude from the city of Washing- 
ton, its length is 168 miles, and its greatest breadth is 99 
miles, and its whole area is 9491 souare miles. It is bounded 
N. by L.Cannda,E.& S.E.by Me.& the Atlantic Ocean,S.by 
Mass., and W. by the western bank of Connecticut river, 
on wii ch lies the State of Vermont. 

New-Hampshire has been called the Granite State, from 
tbe qnantitif>8 of that rock qu:irried within it; and the Swit- 
zerland of America, on account of its wild and picturesque 
mountnin scenery, its lakes, cascades, &c. The largest collec- 
tion of water within the state is Lake Winnepiseogee, [Pro- 
nounced Win-ne.pe-sok'-e] which is one of the most varied 
and beautiful in the United States, and has for several years, 
been a favorite resort of travellers. A new steam boat called 
the Belknap, made her first excursion across this lake on 
the 4 July, 1833. New lines of Stages have been established 
at each extremity of the lake, and an active communication 
between the lower and upper part of New-Hampshire and a 
portion of Vermont, is anticipated as the result. 

Besides this, are Connecticut, Ossipee, Umbaafog, Squam, 
Sunapee and Massabesick lakes, which afford fish and fowl. 
Their borders are commonly distinguished for their varied ex- 
cellence, and tlieir surface is not covered by bulrushes and oth- 
er aquatic vegetables which so frequently deform tlie small lakes 
of other countries in low latitudes. Hardly any thing can be 
more delightful to tlie eye of the traveller than these fine pieces 
bf water. The streams of New-Hampshire are sufficiently 
lai^e and numerous for manufacturing and other purposes. 
Five of the principal rivers in New-England have their sources 
within its borders. The air is pure and salubrious, and the 
climate, though severe, very healthy. Tt>e soil is generally 
fertile, and mostly capable of cultivation. Some of the hf>st 
lands are those borderingtbe rivers, which are enriched by tlie 
annual floods. The liilk afford excellent pasturage. By far 
the greatest part of the inhabitants is engaged in agricultural 
pursuits. * 

The mountains of New-Hampshire deserve attention* The 
White Mountains, which are the most celebrated, arc situated 
io the lower part of the coimty of Coos. These have among 
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them some of tlie highest peaks in the United States. Mount 
Washington towers above all the rest, having an altitude of 
6,634 feet. An avenue has lately been cleared to its summit, 
idiich will render the access comparatively easy. Moosehillock^ 
in the east part of Coventry, has an elevation of 4,d00 feet, 
and the Grand Monadnock in Jafirey and Dublin, 3,258 feet. 

The state abounds with fine grained granite, of which large 
quantities are transported to Boston, New-York, and some to 
the southom states. Iron and copper ore of excellent quality, 
are found at Franconia ; and very good plumbago, or black 
lead at Bristol. Our limits do not permit us to speak of tlie 
internal improvements, and of the manufactnrin|; establishments 
at Dover, Great Falls, Lamprey Uiver, Meredith, Nashua and 
other places. 

New-Hampshire is divided into 8 counties and 224 towns, 
and these with the population, acccnrding to the census of 1830, 
are com[Nrehended in the following tables .

[New-Hampshire was settled in 1623, by Edward and 
William Hilton, brothers, from London, and bavid Thomp- 
son, frem Scotland. During the first 18 years after toe 
settlement, the people in the several Plantations were gov- 
erned by'Agents appointed by the Proprietors, or by ma{^- 
istrates chosen by themselves. In 1641, thev became uni- 
ted to Massachusetts, and so continued until 1680, when 
New-Hampshire became a royal Province; and, except- 
ing an interregnum from 1689 to 1692, when the people 
again put themselves under the protection oC Massaena- 
setts, continued a pro^ncial government until the Revolu- 
tion. Massachusetts was made a province in 1692, and 
the same Governor was over that and New-Hampshire* 
from 1699 till 1741,^ when a separate governor of New- 
Hampshire was appointed, and aU connection with Massa- 
chusetts ceased.]

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ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS. 

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AT GILMANTON. 

In June, 1794, a Charter was obtained by the Trustees 
of Gilmauton Academv, in which the objects of the Insti> 
tuion was declared to be "to encourage and promote vir- 
tue and piety and the knowledge of the sciences and of 
the useful and ornamental branches of Literature." 

In October, 1797, a Constitution was adopted requiring, 
that, "since many of the students may in process of time 
be devoted to the work of the Gospel Ministry, they shall 
\» taught the principles of natural religion, as the Being, 
perfections, universal Providence and perfect government 
of God : Also, the doctrines of revealed Religion as con- 
tained in the Holy Scriptures as the doctrine of the IVin- 
ity, the Father, the Word and the Holy Ghost, particu- 
larly the doctrine of Christ as true God — the necessity of 
atonement by the blood of Jesus, and of regeneration by 
the spirit of God; — the doctrine of repentance toward 
God and of faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ, and justi- 
fication by free grace; also the doctrine of the christians, 
progressive sanctification, the resurrection from the dead 
and the great and final judgment." 

Agreeably to the principles and object here expressed, a 
Theological Seminary was established by the Trustees, 
July 7, 1835. The first Professor was appointed August 
15, and inaugerated Sept. 9th. The Seminary went into 
operation Oct. 1835. The second Professor was inauger-^ 
ated Aug. 25, 1836. At the end of the first year, the clasf 
contained ten students. 

The course of study embraces three years, although in 
particular cases students are admitted for a shorter term. 

The Trustees have commenced a subscription of ^80,- 
000 for the benefit of the Institution, Another Professor 
is soon to be appointed and a Seminary building to be 
erected, so that increased advantages and accommodations 
are to be afforded to students. It is the purpose of the 
Trustees to spare no efforts in making the Semmary a de- 
sirable resort for the ynnng men of New-Hampshire and 
other States who would enjoy the benefits of Theological 
VdttcatioB. They wUl avail themselves of every facility 
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-tliat shall be afforded ihem for multiplying the privileges 
and extending the usefulness -of the Institution.
